If it is the scientists’ reluctance to | 


co-operate with each other that is 
retarding cancer research, it is the 
reluctance of the whole medical 
profession to co-operate with the 
public that is retarding general 
health work and 
battle against all disease. 

Research scientists are unwilling 
tu share cancer knowledge with each 
other, says Dr. Mayo. 

Similarly, physicians and 
f£eons are unwilling to share general 
health knowledge with the public. 

The scientist who delves alone 
into the causes of cancer is no more 
in the dark than the ordinary indi- 
vidual who, rebuffed by the cold 


wall of medical ethics, is left alone | 


by the medical fraternity to learn 
how to live. 

There is “too much secrecy” all 
through medicine. Scientists conceal 
facts from each other and doctors 


conceal health facts from the public, | 


The answer to cancer is co-opera- 
tion, The answer to disease is 
publicity. 

Science plus intelligent publicity 
could reduce disease 75 per cent in 
five years.

(Experimental’ Farms Note.) | 

Careful breeders have realized 
that size of egg is a factor that must | 
be duly considered in breeding for | 
increased egg production. 

It has, however, been more forc- | 
ibly brought to the attention of those 
interested by the adoption of the 
point system in estimating positions 
in egg laying contests and by the 
inauguration of registration, where 
size of egg is one of the requisites. 

Investigation and study of the, 
breeding records at the Central 
Experimental Farm indicate that, 
the factor for egg size is one that, 
is very readily transmitted and that | 
a strain may be very quickly im-| 
Proved or injured according to the | 
care, or lack of care exercised in the 
selection of the breeders. 

In a mating between the Barred 
Rock Male No. 256-(his dam laid a 
2 ounce egg, but he was of a small 
egg line)—and a group of females, | 
35 daughters were produced, 27 of 
which laid eggs smaller than their 
dams, 4 laid eggs of the same size 
as their dams, and only 4 laid eggs 
larger than their dams which show: | 
ed that te male influenced very 
strongly the size of eggs of his 
daughters. 

In a mating of the Barred Rock 
Male No. 296 (large egg line) to a 
group of females, 17 daughters rec- 
orded, showed 13 laying eggs larger 
than their dams, 4 laying eges of 
equal size to their dams and not one, 
of the group laying eggs of smaller: 
size than its dam, again showing 
the size of eggs of the daughters to 
be very strongly influenced by the 
male. 

The records also show that there, 
is a decided tendency to a reduction 
in the size of eggs when attention 
has been centred on an increase in 
the number of eggs produced. 

From the above it may be inferred 
that the factor for size of egg may 
be readily transmitted and it there- 
fore behoves breeders to avoid so 
far as possible using birds that 
either lay small eggs or are bred 
from small egg lines. 

Especially is it advisable to avoid 


; using males bred from small egg 
| lines. The illustrations supplied in 


Males No. 256 and No. 296 ‘show 
clearly how quickly a flock may be 
affected either for good or ill by the 
kind of male used.

CREATED BY MALCOLM 
CAMPBELL — BREAKING 

SEGRAVE’S RECORD— 
NEW RECORD IS 206.9 
MILES AN HOUR 


Daytona Beach, Fla., Feb. 20.— 
Malcolm Campbell, British race 


track driver, Sundry drove his 
Napier Bluebird Special at an 
average speed of. 206.95602 miles 


per hour to set a new world’s 
automobile speed record. The former 
record was 203.79 miles per hour, 
made here last year by Major H. O. 
iD. Segrave of England in his 
{mystery Sunbeam Special. 
Campbell! hurled his racer over the 
first mile in 16.76 seconds, driving 
south with the wind.

CLEANED AND GRADED 
SEED 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 

There could be no better proof 
, that thoroughness in cleaning and 
| grading seed grain is worth while 
than that which lies in the fact that 
the use of high quality seed is be- 
coming more and more a general 
practice among growers. 

The principle of cleaning and 
grading seed has many times been 
shown to be sound. The practice of 
cleaning and grading entails little 
lobour and relatively little expense 
in equipment. The use of good seed 
then is a matter which the good 
farmer cannot overlook as a means 
of producing larger and better 
crops. 

The fanning mill, which was once 
referred to by some one as the 
farmers’ ‘plant breeder’ helps to 
maintain the high quality of a crop 
as well as to offer a means of keep- 
ing down weeds. 

The work ordinarily done by a 
fanning mill consists first of re- 
moving the light kernels and some 
trash with a blast of air from the 


fan, second with a complete set of 


seives the smaller seeds can be 
separated out, as well as miscellan- 
eous material consisting of grain 
of other cereal crops, if such be 
present, 

With the coming of central clean- 
ing plants, many farmers are able 


to take their grain to be cleaned) 


and graded at comparatively small 
cost. Those who are fortunate 
enough to live within hauling dis- 
tance and do not care to purchase 
equipment of their own, can make 
use of the central plant. These 
plants of course, are necessarily 
somewhat better equipped to handle 
large quantities of seed in a short 


space of time and also to make a/| 


more thorough job, particularly of 
removing mixtures of different 
kinds of grain, 

None of the cereal crops requires 
cleaning and grading so much as do 
oats. The nature of the crop, con- 
taining as it does large numbers of 
small kernels, and in unfavourable 
seasons many light, poorly filled 
kernels, makes it all the 
important to use the fanning mill 
very generously with this grain. 

Dirty grain which may give the 


appearance of being very unsuitable | 


for seed may often be cleaned and 
graded into an excellent seed sample. 
It is quite often better economy to 
clean up a dirty lot of home grown 
grain than to purchase seed else- 
where, There is always the danger 
|of introducing other varieties as 
well as ‘weed strangers’ when seed 
is brought in from another source 
unless it is bought under certifica- 
tion, 

| Too much care cannot be taken 
|nor too much attention given when 
it comes to preparing the seed for 
spring sowing.
